Synearp subglobose, 18 em in diam., eomposed of abont 90 phalanges which 
are so elosely arranged tbat it is impossible to distinguish the individual 
phalanges from the outside. The phalanges are polvgonal in cross section, 
their sides deeply sulcate, the locules subequal, pyramidal, about 10 rmn long, 
irregularly arranged. The endocarp is situated in the median part of the 
phalange and slightly protrudes at the margin. This resembles Pandanus 
duriocarpus Martelli in appearance but its synearp and phalanges are much 
larger and locules are in small number. The type was from Yap. It is also 
known from Tokobe Island, Palau.

This species differs from the polymorphic Scutellaria indica L. by having 
recurved hairs on stems, abbreviate racemes with fewer flowers, and larger 
appendages of calyces. The Southern specimens are more densely pubescent 
than the northern ones.

This species is near to S. transitra Makino. The typical form of the latter 
which I wish to detine here, however, has upwards eurved hairs on stems, 
hairy triangular-ovate or broad-ovate leaves with subacute serration, lower 
foliaceous braets which gradually pass into small upper ones, and glandular-

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liaired corollas whose upper lips are short, nearly half of lower lips. It dis- 
tributes widely from Shikoku, Tsushima and Korea to the northern Honshu 
and Yezo, while S. kiusiana is limited in the western Honshu and Kyushu. 
S. Fauriei Lev. et Vnt. of Quelpaart seems to be a dwarf form of S. transitra. 

S. kiusiana also differs from S. Icet e-violacea Koidzumi of the Kwanto dist- 
rict by having taller stems with longer internodes, elongated upper leaves, etc.

This species is closely allied to Scutellaria Icete-violacea Koidzumi of the 
Kwanto district, but in the latter the stems are densely haired antrorsely 
being mixed witli patent long liairs, the lower internodes not abbreviated and 
the upper leaves much larger. 

I have named this species in honour of Mr. Fumio Maekawa who collected 
the type specimen and married on the very day when I. described it.
